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(Continued.) 

August 8.—1 went into a mill yesterday 
which was supplied with two steam-boilers, 
one cf which was twelve feet long, the other 
sixteen feet in length. These two boilers 
were set side by side with arch return-flues 
over the tops of both boilers. The 12-foot 
boiler would give excellent service atall times. 
The 16-foot boiler would do fairly well when 
worked alone, but when both boilers were 
fired at once the long boiler would do very little 
work. The fire under the long boiler would 
seem dead and dull, while under the short 
boiler almost furnace heat was easily at- 
tained. A‘ good deal of ‘‘ hay-seed engineer- 
ing” was done by the local boiler-setters and 
amateur engineers, but the old boiler con- 
tinued to consume fuel without returning 
therefor its quota of steam. 

Every method that could be thought of was 
tried to make the two boilers run well to- 
gether. The short boiler was run with its 
damper partly closed, with ash-pit doors 
partly closed, and with a quarter of a thou- 
sand brick piled on the bridge wall. It was 
all of fio use. The long boiler would not 
work. After a while the boilers were taken 
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no more trouble was encountered ; the boilers 
steamed well together or separately, and re- 
turned more water evaporated per pound of 
coal than before the overhead heating surface 
was dispensed with. 

August 9.—There is an awful lot of tom- 
foolery paid for when some boilers are set. 
Usually the local bricklayer gets the job. If 
plans are. furnished by an engineer, and the 
mason works to them, there is a possibility of 
good results ; but it often happens that the 
bricklayer cannot work to the plans or ignores 
them altogether and builds after some pet de- 
sign or fancy of his own. The results may be, 
and are, sometimes one thing and sometimes 
another. 


A pair of boilers were taken out not long 
agofrom a paper mill. One boiler had never 
done as much work as its mate, yet both, to 
all appearances, were set exactly alike. Upon 
tearing down the brickwork the smoke pas- 
sage leading to the uptake was found to be 
contracted to less than half its normal area. 
Instead of springing an arch over the passage 
the lazy mason had built up by jutting each 
course of brick out two inches beyond the pre- 
ceding course, thus forming a series of in- 
verted steps, like those in the chimney over a 
blacksmith’s forge. 

Another mason will build up a bridge wall 
in au inverted arch to conform with the shape 
of the boiler. At another time the bridge 
wall is found so high that it obstructs the free 
passage of the hot air and flame gases. 
Hardly one time in ten will the country mason 
or even a city one, unless he has been brought 
up to the business, put in a row of headers 
just above the firebrick. They never con- 
sider that firebrick are to be burned out in 
the course of time and must be renewed; but 
such is the fact, and the better the provision 
for replacing old brick with new ones the bet- 
ter and cheaper it can be done. 

I have taken out two boilers which were 
mounted on six lugs, three on each side, and 
riveted to the boiler. In both of these cases 
the lugs had been placed directly upon the 
brickwork, with no chance for expansion and 
contraction to relieve itself except by sliding 
the lugs on the rough bricks, or by tearing the 
brickwork apart. 

The better way is to put a piece of old 
boiler iron on the brickwork under the lugs 
and place pieces of round iron between. Old 
window weights make good rolls, and pieces 
of thick steam-pipe will do, but the latter is 
more apt to flatten and fail, from the weight 
upon it. 

It does not look very well to see a boiler 
with a stick of timber braced against it, to 





keep the boiler from coming head foremost 
into the boiler-room, but I have seen sucha 
sight more than once. It is due to various 
causes. The boiler may be placed on the 
hard sliding lugs before described, or some ob- 
struction may have fallen between the back end 
of the boiler and the back wall. I have twice 
seen pieces of brick in such position that the 
boiler would contract and allow the pieces of 
brick to fall down, thus wedging the boiler 
forward when it next expanded from higher 
temperature. Repeating this thing once or 
twice a week for two or three years causes the 
boiler to walk considerably endwise. 

August 10,— Putting soft-burned brick into 
a boiler-setting is also very poor policy. 
Such bricks are very sensitive to moisture, also 
to intense heat, and they wear away much 
sooner than good hard-burned bricks, which 
should always be used for this purpose. 
Never carry the fire line above the top 
row of tubes. The overhead return flue 
always does this, and has been condemned 
more than once. It has often been stated 
that such a course is apt to burn the boiler 
plate, but I very much doubt it ; in fact, 
many boilers thus set have given satis- 
faction, but when the fire line is above 
the water line a very poor circulation is 
the expected result. 

Boiler walls should be built with an air 
space in them. Do not try to tie the inner 
and outer courses of brick, but simply let 
a header project at regular intervals, just 
touching the opposite side of the air 
space. By so doing the inner course may 
expand and contract without tearing down 
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Weak kiannt as will Wana poleer ts 
must be a mason. Three of these me- 
chanics worked a week in the wheel-room 

last May. Last week a little freshet in 

the river damaged one of the water-wheels. 

It was necessary to pump out the pit. 
Upon trying to shut the back-gates some 
obstruction seemed to be under them. 
Time is about as precious in a paper mill 

as it is on a railroad, so I telegraphed to 

a wrecking-office for a diver. He came, 

put on his armor and went down into the 
wheel-pit. Quite a pile of brickbats were 
heaped up under the back-gates, where 
the rascally masons had tossed them into 

the pit to get ridof them. It only required 

an hour's work on the part of the diver to 
remove the brickbats and get the gates 
down. I paid him $25 and considered 
myself well out of a bad scrape. The 
‘old man” sent the $25 bill to the mason 
who had charge of the job. No money was 
forthcoming, but the mason gota big scare 
and will not try to hide brickbats in a paper- 
mill tail-race again. How easy it would have 
been, had that diver been a mechanic, to have 
made the slight repairs needed. This could 
have easily been done without pumping out 
the pit. 

In a large mill town like Holyoke it seems 
to me that it might be a good investment for 
the mills to club together and purchase in 
common a good diving outfit. There are 
plenty of chances for such an investment to 
pay a big dividend upon its first cost. There 
is a lot of work always needing to be done 
which goes abegging for a shut-down, and is 
perhaps cobbled up temporarily on a Sunday 
or between two days. 

A three-machine mill ought to have an out- 
fit of its own if in an isolated locality, too far 
from other mills toown a suit in common 
with them. 


During the low-water season there is enough 
water wasted through leaks in dam, canal and 
flume to pay for maintaining a diver’s outfit. 
Just consider how well a diver could travel 
along the upper side of a big dam and also 
how easily leaks could be stopped by him. 
Now the only way is to send a couple of 
Irishmen out with a mud-scow full of dirt and 
let them shovel the dirt to the spot where the 
leak has been located by guess. 


August 12.—To-morrow night a foreman car- 
penter is to get the ‘“‘ grand bounce.” For six 
months he has been running a gang of men 
on building a big manufactory. In every 
possible way this foreman has tried to make 
the job hold out. As an instance, I will tell 
of one case. A man was cutting up hard-pine 





plank to make partitions in a rack for storing 
paper. ‘‘Say, boss,” called the man, ‘‘ why 
can’t I take these planks out to the box shop 
swing-saw? I can cut them up in one-tenth 
the time.” 

‘*Never you mind the swing-saw,” said the 
boss. ‘‘ This is all day work!” This is about 
the manner in which that foreman has carried 
himself, so to-morrow all hands get blue en- 
velopes, the boss included. After he is safely 
out of the way a few men will be hired and 
the job quietly completed. 

In some manner one of the owners got hold 
of the foreman’s remark, Perhaps the owner 
may get hold of this paper and recognize him- 
self therein. The ‘‘ boss” himself may chance 
to read, and if he does I hope will consider 
the matter in the light that it will pay him 
much better to work always for his employer's 
interest. When a manufacturing concern has 
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to pay $5 per day, all summer, for a foreman 
whose sole aim seems to be to make the job 
hold out, then it is quite time that the owners 
should organize a labor association and strike 
for shorter jobs, if not for more pay.

Bleaching Powder. 





[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ] 

The very best bleaching powder pur- 
chasable in bulk seldom, if ever, contains 
over 30 per cent, of available chlorine, and 
out of the roo per cent., if from any 
cause a portion goes to waste or the mass 
deteriorates, of course results cannot be sat- 
isfactory. From the very time bleach is 
made, by the most modern and economical 
processes, it is evident that some chemical 
change ensues rapidly, evidently between the 
lime and the chlorine, the result being, so far 
as I have investigated, that the oxygen is ab- 
solved, resulting in the formation of calcic 
chloride, a substance which really possesses 
no bleaching properties as such. 

Many suggestions have been made regard- 
ing the best methods of carrying large stocks 
without having the bleaching powder deterio- 
rate. Probably there is no positive preven- 
tive, but this chemical reaction may be re- 
tarded somewhat by keeping the powder 
perfectly dry and, where practicable, dissolv- 
ing it in cold water, keeping the solution 
carefully excluded from the air, which may be 
easily done by providing tight tanks. It is 
supposed by many that bleaching powder at- 
tracts moisture from the atmosphere, but 
when so exposed it changes rapidly into 
chloride of calcium, a substance of itself very 
deliquescent, and on the hypothesis that lime 





itself contains two atoms of water these 
combine with the calcic chloride when 
formed, placing this salt in the best condi- 
tion possible for attracting and absorbing 
water from the atmosphere, by which means 
the remaining chloride of lime is very rapidly 
destroyed. 

Inasmuch as this substance loses its bleach- 
ing properties with such rapidity by standing, 
it is plainly a matter of great importance that 
the consumer should have the means at hand 
of frequently testing and determining its 
actual values, not only to guard against being 
imposed upon, but to preclude the possibility 
of constant mistakes, which often prove so 
disastrous. 

Some factories, both here and abroad, test 
the strength by means of sulphate of indigo. 
This is a good test to sell froin, but cannot be 
relied upon for precise accuracy, and will not 
do to buy from without means of verify- 
ing. Besides this, any fugitive solution 
alters rapidly by age. What is known as 
the sulphate of iron method is still used 
and recommended by many. This, in- 
deed, should be the most accurate of all 
methods, inasmuch as its action is based 
upon the circumstance that the chlorine 
of the chloride of lime converts a salt of 
the protoxide into a salt of the peroxide 
of iron. Experience has proved that ten 
grains of chlorine are capable of peroxi- 
dizing just seventy-eight grains of crys- 
tallized sulphate of iron. 

In experimenting to determine the per 
cent. of chlorine in a sample of bleach- 
ing powder some good crystals of pro- 
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first en satiate of Giving sev- 

enty-eight grains of this salt in two ounces 

of water, the latter to be acidulated by 
_a few drops of sulpharic or muriatic acid, 
care being taken to call for CP when pur- 
chasing these reagents. Next take fifty 
grains of the powder to be tested and 
dissolve in about two ounces of water. 
The amount of water for this solution 
need not be considered sacred, but it is 
well to cultivate aceuracy and precision 
from the start. Then rub thoroughly to- 
gether in a mortar and pour the entire 
mass into a graduated hydrometer jar. I 
find in practice the most convenient form 
is one graduated into 250 parts, as it will 
do for other tests. 

When this has all been done, take an 
alkalimeter, which costs only a few cents, with 
the jar containing the fifty grains of chloride 
of lime filled up to the hundred mark with 
pure distilled water. Stir the entire mass well 
with a glass rod and gradually pour the clear 
part of this solution into the solution of the 
sulphate of iron until the latter is completely 
peroxidized. You have now made the test, 
and can readily determine when perfect per- 
oxidation has ensued by means of the red 
prussiate of potash, which gives a blue pre- 
cipitate with the protoxide, but not with the 
peroxide of iron. 
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An Electric Digester. 





An illustration is given of an apparatus 
for disintegrating fibrous plants or materials 
by separating the glutinous and other foreign 
matter from the fibre by the action of an elec- 
trical current. 

Referring to the cut the letter A indicates 
a ‘‘ digester,” of cylindrical or other suitable 
shape, into which the plants or material to be 
treated are to be introduced through the man- 
hole, B, and discharged through a spout, C, 
provision being made also for the introduction 
and discharge of a suitable treating-liquid 
through feed-pipes, D, and waste-pipes, E. 

F G indicate wires connected to the digester, 
A, and terminating within the chamber 
formed thereby, one being connected to the 
positive and the other to the negative pole of 
a galvanic battery or other source of electricity 
in such a manner that an electrical current may 
be established at will through and from one to 
the other of the electrodes formed by the ter- 
minals of the wires. The connection of the 
wires, F G, with the battery or other source of 
electricity and the making or breaking of the 
circuit may be effected in any known manner. 


‘The material is first teunned with a suitable 
liquid or gas, and then washed with water to 
free it of any acid that may be present when 
the electrical current is brought into action— 
namely, at intervals—and in the passage of the 
current from one to the other of the electrodes 
it thoroughly permeates the mass of material, 
with the effect of loosening any glutinous or 
other foreign matter that may adhere to the 
fibre, thereby producing a rapid and very 
thorough disintegrating operation. 

If desirable the material may be removed 
from the digester A to another or plain vesse 
—as of wood—which may be opened or closed, 
and therein exposed to the action of the elec- 
trical current, the digester being usually made 
of boiler-plate or other metal. A successful 
operation may, however, be effected by prop- 
erly insulating the joints of the pipes and 
other parts connected with the digester. 

Instead of the two wires F G, a single wire 
may be used and the metallic body of the di- 
gester utilized as a conductor for the electrical 
current. 
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The Pyro-Magnetic Dynamo. 





At a recent meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
Professor George F. Barker read a paper by 
Thomas A. Edison on the *‘ Pyro-Magnetic 
Dynamo ; a Machine for Producing Electricity 
Directly from Fuel.” The following is an ab- 
stract : 

The production of electricity directly front 
coal is a problem which has ada: the 
closest attention of the ablest 
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paratus which accomplishes its result with 
reasonable economy, it will be conceded prob- 
ably that the mechanical method of the entire 
world would be revolutionized thereby, and 
that another of those grand steps of progress 
would be taken of which the nineteenth cen- 
tury justly boasts. 

The simple production of a potential! differ- 
ence by means of heat is as old as Leebeck 
and Melloni. The science of thermo-elec- 
tricity, thus originated, has been developed by 
Becquenel, by Pettier, by Thomson and by 
Tait, and the thermo-batteries of Clamond 
and Née have found many important practical 
uses. The results already attained in these 
generators have stimulated research marvel- 
ously, and ny investigators have believed 
that in this direction lay the philosopher's 
stone, Our fellow-member, Moses G, Farmer, 
worked long and assiduously in this field, pro- 
ducing, it is believed, the most satisfactory re- 
sults as regards economy which have ever been 
obtained. But even these results were not 
very encouraging. He never succeeded in 
converting I per cent. of the energy of the 
coal into electric energy. 

Quite recently Lord Rayleigh has discussed, 
with his well-known ability, the law of effi- 
ciency of the thermo-battery from the stand- 
point of the second law of thermo-dynamics, 
and he concludes that for a copper-iron couple, 
working between the extreme limits of tem- 
perature possible for these metals, a conver- 
sion of not more than one three-hundredth 
part of the coal energy can be hoped for. As 
a heat-engine, therefore, the thermo-cell ap- 
pears to follow precisely the law of Carnot, 
and hence can have at the most no higher 
efficiency than the reversible engine of this 
eminent philosopher, If, therefore, the result 
hoped for is to be attained at all, it must 
be looked for in some other direction ob- 
viously. 

It has long been known that the magnetism 
of the magnetic metals, and especially of iron, 
cobalt and nickel, is markedly affected by 
heat. According to Becquerel, nickel loses 
its power of being magnetized at 400°, iron 
atacherry-red heat, and cobalt at a white 
heat. Since whenever a magnetic field varies 
in strength in the vicinity of a conductor a cur- 
rent is generated in that conductor, it oc- 
curred to me that by placing an iron core in 
a magnetic circuit, and by varying the mag- 
netizability of that core by varying the tem- 
perature, it would be possible to generate a 
current in a coil of wire surrounding this coil.

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 25, 1887. 

This has been rather a quiet week for 
mill news, the happenings being few and far 
between.

Railroad Axle-Boxes with Paper 
Bearings. 


According to /ndustries, of London, 
experiments are now being made on the Prus- 
sian State railroads with a passenger car fitted 
with Ulffer's axle-boxes, in which the brasses 
are replaced by bearings made of segments of 
vegetable parchment, placed side by side and 
strongly compressed. The friction takes 
place between the body of the journal and the 
thin edge of the parchment segments, and, 
according to the inventor, the surface of his 
bearings is harder and in a better condition 
than that of any metal bearing. Care must 
be takén when building up the parchment 
bearings to have the material thoroughly 
dried, in order to prevent subsequent shrink- 
age, accompanied by buckling of the sheets. 
On the outside of these bearings are placed 
wooden rings, which fit the collars of the jour- 
nal. These bearings may be lubricated either 
with an emulsion of water and oil, or with any 
of the usual mineral lubricating oils. The 
mass of the parchment becomes more or less 
impregnated with the lubricant, and thus the 
bearings may be left to run for comparatively 
long periods without renewing the lubrica- 
tion. Some of these bearings have also been 
fitted in a saw-mill at Ockermiinde and have 
given perfect satisfaction.

Chloride of Lime. 


There is a difference in the views of 
chemists as to the composition of chligride of 
lime. According to Professor Lunge, for- 
merly superintendent of the Tyne. Chemical 
Works, Newcastle-on-Tyne, and other au- 
thorities, it probably consists of chloride of 
calcium CaCl, in which a portion of the 
chlorine is replaced by the radical of the 
hypochlorous acid, which is expressed by 
CaOCcl,. 

This formula is not complete, however, 
without the inevitable water with which 
chloride of lime makes the compound : 

2Ca oO Cl, + Hz oO 
Calcium. Oxygen. Chlorine. Hydrogen. Oxygen. 

It may be left as uncertain whether this 
combination represents a mixture of hypo 
chlorite of calcium Ca(OCl), and chloride of 
calcium, or a double combination of the same, 
but we shall accept the proportions given as 
correct. 

That water plays a great part in the produc- 
tion of chloride of lime may be already seen 
from the fact that chlorine, does not combine 
with dry lime, and that, according to Lunge, 
the best chloride is obtained from lime con- 
taining from 24.5 to 25.5 per cent. of water. 
If there is any more lime im the chloride than 
should be, according to the above formula, 
then it is hydrate of lime, which is protected 
against the action of chlorine by a covering of 
chloride of lime. It is owing to this that when 
preparing the chloride, even in the laboratory, 
we obtain only 43.5 per cent., instead of the 
theoretically possible quantity of 47 per cent. of

In dissolving they make the so- 
lution very alkaline and cause a great deal of 
trouble. Every kind of wood contains small 
quantities of iron, which generally attach 
themselves to the cellulose. Fir contains 
more iron, and then the locality is not without 
its influence. The iron is generally on the 
fibre and is dissolved at once at the beginning 
of the bleaching process. If the chloride con- 
tains much quicklime this precipitates the 
iron gradually from the solution and on to the 
fibres, so that this precipitate not only gives 
the fibre a dirty, grayish-green color, but in- 
terferes with, if not absolutely prevents, the 
further continuance of the bleaching. In 
bleaching wood fibre, therefore, the caustic 
lime in the chlorine solution must be dulled 
at the very beginning. To add acid when 
the pulp is already discolored is useless, as 
the chloride of lime present must first be de- 


Cutting and Winding Paper. 





A new machine for cutting and winding 
paper has been invented. It is designed for 
cutting a web of paper of the width as it comes 
from the mill into narrow strips suitable for 
use in printing-telegraphic instruments, for tick- 
ets and various other purposes ; and it is also 
suitable for cutting thin cardboard into strips 
of a width suitable for railway and other tick- 
ets, labels and other purposes, and, during 
cutting, reeling such strips into rolls for use. 

The cutting and reeling machine consists,

the fibre was not so pure as with good chloride 
and a greater quantity of chloride was re- 
quired. The mistakes made in the manufac- 
tories seem to be that the burned lime is not 
sufficiently slacked, and it slacks again in the 
chloride chests and forms balls, which are 
little, if at all, penetrated by the chlorine ; but 
if these were thrown out by good sifting, the 
evil would not amount to anything; but the 
contrary is too often the case.”

Process of Ornamenting Paper. 





This is a process for producing various 
designs upon papers in fluid ink of a char- 
acter impossible to obtain by the ordinary 
ruling-pens, which can produce only straight 
lines of limited width. It consists in impres- 
sing the designs or characters on the paper by 
means of a roll having a yielding or elastic 
surface, which receives the ink in regulated 
quantities from a suitable oversetting strip of 
felt or cloth, which receives the liquid colors 
from an elevated reservoir, absorbs the same 
and distributes them directly to the printing- 
roll in such quantity that the roll will only 
take off a proper surface coating in a manner 
similar to that from an inking-roller, so 
as to transfer the color to the paper without 
danger of running or spreading, after which 
the paper is dried and wound upon a roll in

Exportation of Rags to the 
United States. 


In view of the prevalence of contagious 
and infe¢tious diseases in certain parts of the 
Continent of Europe, precautions cannot be 
made too stringent so as to prevent contami- 
nation elsewhere. The difficulty arises espe- 
cially in the matter of rags, which are now, 
as they have always been, an important arti- 
cle of commerce, and their transmission from 
one country to another may be attended with 
disastrous results. Our American friends are 
fully alive to this emergency, and, as stated 
in our columns a short time ago, all rags going 
from this country to the United States are 
subject to disinfection on arrival, with the ex- 
ception of the port of Boston. The authori- 
ties there were Satisfied with a certificate 
showing that the rags did not come from any 
contagious or infected quarter on this side of 
the Atlantic’; but now a difficulty has arisen 
in regard to carrying out this exemption, 
‘* Paper stock” is the title given to bales of 
goods shipped to Boston, and this compre- 
hensive term has been found to include all 
manner of articles, from remains of gunny 
bags, old ropes, a few rags, &c., which may 
have been included for the convenience of the 
shippers.

A SUGGESTION lately made in an in- 
quiry addressed to us presents a novel 
idea for paper makers. We were asked if 
there is orcan be produced a paper which 
will show in “contrast color an impres- 
sion, say of type applied to its surface, 
with pressure, without inking.” In other 
words, the correspondent wanted to know 
if there is or can be a paper which 
will present a colored impression of any 
stamp which may be applied to it with 
heeded force. There would doubtless be 
a great demand for such a paper, but it 
does not seem to be within the range of 
possibilities that such a paper can be pro- 
duced without the aid of accessories 
which would operate to change or modify 
the constitution of a chemically prepared 


paper. 





SEVERAL questions of commercial im- 
portance were considered at the recent 
meeting of the American Bar Association. 
The passage of a national bankrupt law 
was favored, as well as legislation upon 
other subjects relating to the collection 
of debts. It was urged that all of the 
rights and obligations connected with the 
contracts of purchase or sale, including 
the protection of creditors against unjust 
preferences in favor of other creditors, 
and against unreasonable exemptions 
of property from the payment of debts, 
fall just as much within the scope of the 
power of Congress to regulate commerce 
among the States as does protection in the 
matter of the transportation of the goods 
which are the subjects of commercial 
transactions, and that Congress has full 
power to provide the necessary relief. 
There is certainly analogy in such legis- 
lation. Following it up, the authority of 
Congress in respect to all matters of in- 
terstate commerce would seem to be 
ample and well defined. 





SoME of the German manufacturers are 
complaining of the prices of paper, and 
are making an effort to advance them. 
Shutting down or curtailing production is 
generally one of the most remote sugges- 
tions which occurs to our German friends, 
whose trade organizations generally in- 
terest themselves in fixing quotations, 
regarding the restriction of production as 
impracticable. It is well known that 
German paper has been poured into every 
market in which a buyer*could be found 
for it, and the fact that even the export 
trade does not supply sufficient vent for 
the surplus indicates that there must be 
considerable restriction in the consump- 
tion at home or that the mills are run to 
their extreme capacity. We presume the 
latter to be the case, and that the German 
manufacturers go on the plan of making 
paper and selling it if they can; but in 
any case they must make it. Yet there is 
reason for surprise that there should be 
so much complaint about prices as seems 
to exist. In all of the recent reports of

But they are 
not, and so the story loses half its charm. 


The truth is that the production of 
strawboard is about one-third larger than the 
consumption can properly care for, and so 
the Union Strawboard Company, represent- 
ing 95 per cent. of the product, is pursuing 
the policy it has adopted for two years past, 
and is leasing or buying outright certain mills. 
Options have been tendered on several mills 
and negotiations are now pending. Should 
these negotiations go through, the aggregate 
price of such leasing or buying will be about 
$500,000. 


If these mills are either leased or pur- 
chased they will be shut down, so as to restrict 
the production to the needs of the country. 


I wonder what a prominent member of 
the paper-stock trade thought of the charming 
widow, dressed décolleté, whom he met at a 
swell ball the other evening.

“‘T remarked the other day that of this 10 
per cent. to be recovered out of the bad debts 
most of it belonged to the persons who hold 
these claims, banks who hold the notes of the 
various parties. It belongs to the banks and 
not to the estate. It has no place in figur- 
ing what we have to pay on. We have $142,- 
ooo of available assets to pay an indebted- 
ness of $420,000. That varies somewhat 
from the committee’s report, but I think we 
have that. We are asked for a cash offer. 
A cash offer means we must have 
the money to pay the cash offer with. We 
think there is about 33% per cent. assets, as 
against liabilities. I do not suppose it would 
be possible for us to raise the money to pay a 
cash offer of more than twenty cents on the 
dollar. I don’t think anybody would be fool- 
ish enough to loan to any greater extent than 
that. That would be our offer. We prefer 
not to make a cash offer, but a time offer, as, 
for instance, twenty-five cents in three, six 
and nine months.” 

After a few words of discussion, Mr. Tenny 
and Mr. Rubel retired, and the offers were 
discussed by the meeting in an informal way. 
During the discussion it came out that, by the 
laws of Illinois, where a majority of creditors 
agreed to accept an offer, that agreement could 
be presented to the court, whereupon an order 
could be made throwing the property back into 
the hands of the assignor with power to dis- 
pose of it and pay the compromise accepted. 
In this way the majority would be paid, while 
the minority, or “kickers,” as Mr. Tenny 
called them, would receive nothing if the 
assignor so willed it. 

The tone of the meeting was against the ac- 
ceptance of the offer, and on motion Messrs. 
Hosford, Dickinson and Scott were appointed 
a committee to convey that intelligence to 
Mr, Tenny and to ask that the offer be made 
twenty-five cents cash.

The meet- 
ing instructed the chairman to appoint such a 
trustee, and after a conference with several 
creditors he appointed W. H. Brooks.

Obituary. 





JosEPH PARKER. 


Joseph Parker, senior member and foun- 
der of the firm of Joseph Parker & Son, 
manufacturers of blotting-paper, New Haven, 
Conn., died at New Miltord, Conn., early last 
Monday morning. Mr. Parker had been in 
poor health for the past two years. The 
funeral took place on Thursday afternoon from 
his late residence, New Haven, Conn., the 
Rev. Dr. Lee, of New Milford, officiating. 
The interment was in Grove Street Cemetery, 
New Haven, Conn. 

Joseph Parker was born July 13, 1810, at 
South Farms, in the town of Litchfield. His 
mother was Sarah Moss, of Huntington. In 
his fourteenth year Mr. Parker went to New 
Haven, where he lived until he became of age. 
In 1832 he was in the hardware business in 
New York. In 1840 he was instrumental in 
founding the West Rock Paper Mill. He was 
the first paper manufacturer in the United 
States to make book paper from cotton waste. 
In 1856 he began to run the mill on blotting- 
paper. His entrance on the manufacture of 
this line of paper was an accident. He was 
in a large stationery store in this city, and 
while there saw a bundle of English blotting- 
paper opened. He was at that time making a 
**button-board,” and on comparing it with 
the English blotting he found that the ‘‘ but- 
ton-board” was quite absorbent and with 
some changes could be made to answer the 
purpose of a blotter, He made a high grade 
of blotting-paper, always maintained the qual- 
ity and drove the English makers out of the 
market. This new line of paper brought 
money rapidly to the concern, and at his 
death Mr, Parker was a man of wealth, sur- 
rounded by the luxuries of life in a beautiful 
home. He was connected with one of the 
New Haven banks and was active in looking 
after its interests. In 1835 Mr. Parker married 
Caroline, daughter of Harvey Mulford, of 
New Haven. Six children have been born to 
them—Joseph Parker, Jr. (a member of the 
firm), and five daughters, of whom three are 
dead. Wm. H. Eaton, of the present firm, 
has been for about a year superintendent of 
the factory, his partnership dating over ten 
years ago.

RAW MATERIALS AND WORKING PROCESSES IN 
PAPER MANUFACTURE. 
1. Various systems of making pulp. 


A new kind of pulp-engine is certainly need- 
ed in paper manufacture. This is sufficiently 
shown by the large number of patents which 
have been taken out in this line lately, and 
the new experiments that are daily making. 
The simultaneous use of half-stuff from rags 
and wood cellulose has brought the disad- 
vantages of the old engines into more promi- 
nence, as they do not allow, or only very im- 
perfectly, the beating of the fibres to be 
brought into a proper proportion to their re- 
sisting power. We, therefore, make applica- 
tion to those machine-builders whosebeating- 
engines have found most appreciation, as well 
in the United States as in the various Eu- 
ropean countries : In America, Hoyt Gould ; 
in England, Umpherston, Cvok, Atchison 
and Helbert. 

In these different systems it is the cylinder 
which both puts the stuff in motion and beats 
it up fine. Whole-stuff engines are now built 
in which the movement of the stuff is effected 
by a special apparatus, and the cylinder is 
used only for fine beating. Escher, Wyss & 
Co. build engines on this rational principle. 
It would, however, be to the interest of all 
manufacturers to compare the work of the 
various systems. 


2. Various kinds of pulp-strainers. 

It would be even more interesting to com- 
pare the various pulp-strainers, as an impor- 
tant change in the paper-machine might be 
effected, which would be far less costly than 
procuring new beating-engines. 

All pulp-strainers leave something to be de- 
sired. Their disadvantages are noise, ne- 
cessity of frequent cleaning and letting the 
fibres slip through. It would be well to 
compare the three chief systems, the flat, the 
rotary and vertical strainers. The last two 
should be investigated as to how the knots can 
be automatically removed, and as to the pos. 
sibility of rapidly changing the plates and in- 
serting others better adapted for certain pulp 
mixtures. 

3. Theory of resin sizing on a scientific 
basis. 

Complete enumeration of the prevailing 
theories based on the mutual decomposition 
of the alumina salts with the resin soap. 

The part played by starch in sizing should 
be studied. The influence of the quality of 
the water used on the sizing—waters contain- 
ing lime, sulphur or iron. 

Late experience should be looked into, so 
that, on the one hand, the influence of the 
starch might be studied, and on the other the 
conditions which are injurious to sizing might 
be ascertained. The value of the work would 
be especially judged from this point of view 
and not from a learned point alone. 

It cannot be denied that all of the known 
theories of sizing are incomplete and that it 
happens to every manufacturer to stumble 
against some quite inexplicable failure. 

4. Use of animal sizing with the ordinary 
process of the paper machine. 

5. Substitution of chlorine by another 
bleaching material which would be cheaper 
and subject to less variations in prices. 

6. Bleaching jute. 

7. Keeping away loading materials in pa- 
pers that consist of only rag succedaneums 
(ground wood and cellulose) without any ad- 
dition of starch sizing. 

8. Preparation of a genuine and cheap blue 
color ; shearing the machine felts and length- 
ening their duration.

which therefore I have 
pyro-magnetic generator 


the new generator, 
called a of elec- 
tricity. 

The principle of utilizing the variation of 
magnetizability by heat as the basis of electric 
machines, though clearly applicable to gen- 
erators, was first applied to the construction 
of a simple form of heat-engine, which I have 
called a pyro-magnetic motor. A description 
of this motor will help us to understand the 
generator subsequently constructed. Sup- 
pose a permanent magnet having a bundle of 
small tubes made of thin iron placed between 
its poles and capable of rotation about an axis 
perpendicular to the plane of the magnet, af- 
ter the fashion of an armature. Suppose, 
further, that by suitable means, such as a blast 
or a draught, hot air can be made to pass 
through these tubes so as to raise them to red- 
ness ; suppose that by a flat screen symmetri- 
cally placed across the face of this bundle of 
tubes, and covering one-half of them, access 
of the heated air to the whbes beneath it is pre- 
vented. Then it foliows that if this screen be 
so adjusted that its ends are equidistant from 
the two legs of the magnet, the bundle of 
tubes will not rotate about the axis, since the 
cooler and magnetic portions of the tube- 
bundle—#. ¢., those beneath the screen—will 
be equidistant from the poles, and will be 
equally attracted on the two sides. 

But if the screen be turned about the axis of 
rotation so that one of its ends is nearer one 
of the poles, and the other nearer the other, 
then rotation of the bundle will ensue, since 
the portion under the screen, which is cooler 
and therefore magnetizable, is continually 
more strongly attracted than the other and 
heated portion. This device acts, therefore, 
as a pyro-magnetic motor, the heat now pass- 
ing through the tubesin such a way as to pro- 
duce a dissymmetry in the lines of force of the 
iron-field, the rotation being due to the effort 
to make these symmetrical. The guard-plate 
in this case has an action analogous to that of 
the commutator in an ordinary armature. 

The first experimental motor constructed on 
this principle was heated by means of two 
small Bunsen burners, arranged with an air- 
blast, and it developed about 700 foot-pounds 
a minute. A second and larger motor is now 
about finished, which will weigh nearly 1,500 
pounds, and is expected to develop about 3 
horse-power. In both these machines electro- 
magnets are used in place of permanent mag- 
nets, the current to energize them being de- 
rived from an external source. In the latter 
machine the air for the combustion is first 
forced through the tubes to aid in cooling 
them and then goes into the furnace at a high 
temperature. 

The earliest experiments in the direction of 
the pyre-magnetic production of electricity 
were made with a very simple apparatus. 
The success was such that the construction of 
a machine of sufficient size to demonstrate 
the feasibility of producing continuous cur- 
rents on a large scale in this way was at once 
begun. This machine is placed upon the top 
of any suitable furnace, fed by a blast, so that 
the products of combustion are forced up 
through the tubes which are not covered by 
the guard-plate, and raise them to a high 
temperature. 

The potential difference developed by this 
dynamo will obviously depend (1) upon the 
number of turns of wire upon the armature 
coils ; (2) upon the temperature difference in 
working ; (3) upon the rate of temperature va- 
riation ; (4) upon the proximity of the maxi- 
mum peintof effect. Experiments have shown 
that the guard-plate can probably be made to 
revolve 120 times a minute. Since the poten- 
tial difference is proportional to the number of 
lines of force cut per second, it is evident that 
by doubling the speed or rotation twice as 
many lines of force would flow acréss the 
generating coils per second and the output of 
energy would be quadrupled. Exactly what 
thickness of metal is the more suitable for the 
purpose ; what the relative volume occupied 
by metal and by air space in the interstitial 
armature should he ; what is the best diameter 
for ‘this armature, or even the best metal ; 
what the best limits of temperature, and what 
the best speed of rotation to produce the maxi- 
mum potential difference—all these are ques- 
tions which must be decided by experiments 
made upon the generator itself. 

The results thus far obtained lead to the 
conclusion that the economy of production of 
electric energy from fuel by the pyro-mag- 
netic dynamo will be at least equal to and 
probably greater than that of any of the meth- 
ods in present use. But the actual output of 
the dynamo will be less than that of an ordi- 
nary dynamo of the same weight. To furnish 
thirty sixteen-candle lights in a dwelling-house 
would probably require a pyro-magnetic gen- 
erator weighing two or three tons. Since, 
however, the new dynamo will not interfere 
with using the excess of energy of the coal for 
warming the house itself, and since there is no 
attendance required to keep it running, there 
would seem to be already a large field of use- 
fulness for it. Moreover, by using the re- 


generative principle in connection with it, 
great improvement may be made in its capa- 
city, and its practical utility may very prob- 
ably equal the interesting scientific principles 
which it embodies. 








THE PAPER TRADE JOURN AIL. 


Joining the knds of Wire-Cloth. 


A patent has been taken out for a 
method of whipping and jo ning together the 
edges or ends of wires used in Fourdrinier 
or other machines in the manufacture of pa- 
per. This method is as follows : 

To whip the edges or ends of wire fabrics 
having therein alternate single and double 
warp-wires, take about the size wire used for 
warp in the cloth and use it for a whipping- 
wire. Fasten the whipping-wire to one sel- 
vage edge of the cloth, then pass it down to 
and around the first filling-wire or end of the 
cloth, then up to and over about the fifth 
filling-wire from the end, then down to and 
around the end, then up to and over the sixth 
filling-wire from the end, then down to and 
around the end, then up to and over the fifth 
filling-wire, then down to and around the end, 
one stitch each, then up to and over the fourth 
filling-wire, about three stitches, then, as be- 
fore, down and around the end or first filling- 
wire and up to and over the fifth filling-wire, 
then to the sixth, then to the fifth, then to the 
fourth, each as before, and so alternate such 
stitching until the end is whipped, having 
three warp-wires between each two stitches or 
threads of the whipping-wire at the inner part 
of such stitching ; or, if desired to have only 
two warp-wires between each two threads of 
the whipping-wire, then every alternate dou- 
ble warp-wire must be pricked apart to admit 
the whipping-wire to pass through. 

To whip the edges or ends of a wire having 

all of the warp double wires, the meshes be- 
ing between each pair of double wires, the 
whipping is done as follows: If it is desired 
to have only two warp-wires between each 
two stitches or threads of the whipping-wire, 
then pass the whipping-wire through the 
meshes only. If it is desired to have 
three warp.wires between each two stitches 
or threads of the whipping-wire, then prick 
open each alternate double wire to per- 
mit the whipping-wire to pass through. 
After the edges or ends of the wire have been 
whipped take about the size wire used for 
filling or whipping and use it for ajoining- 
wire. Then put the two whipped ends to- 
gether, then fasten the joining-wire to one 
selvage edge, then pass the joining-wire 
continuously over or in rear of the first filling- 
wire and through the loops formed by the 
whipping-wires at each of the two edges or 
ends of the cloth, and so continue from loop 
to loop until the joining is completed. 
The joining-wire should be drawn up 
tightly, so that the ends of the loops shall 
come snugly together. The joining-wire may 
be fastened to the warp or filling of such 
fabric as and where desired, or as preferred 
by the operator.

Paper Board. 








A new board which can be used for 
various protective, ornamental and structural 
purposes, like lumber, consists in a board 
made of layers of paper permeated or satu- 
rated with a mixture of elastikon and pitch. 
It consists, further, in a layer of fibre saturated 
with a mixture of elastikon and pitch. 

A sheet of paper, preferably of straw fibre, 
is first saturated with a hot mixture of what is 
commercially known as ‘‘elastikon” and 
pitch. This saturation is secured by passing 
the sheet through or immersing it in the hot 
mixture. The saturated paper is then run 
through between pressure rolls, preferably 
heated by steam, or otherwise, which remove 
any excess of the mixture from the sheet, and 
probably aid somewhat in securing the thor- 
ough saturation of the sheet by the mix- 
ture. After being passed through these 
rolls the miixture-saturated sheet is cut up 
into pieces of the desired size, and such 
pieces are cemented together, preferably un- 
Cer great pressure, by glue, or glue mixed 
with boiled linseed-oil. The sheets cemented 
together, as described, are placed in a hy- 
draulic press and put and kept under great 
pressure until the board is cold and ready for 
use. 

The elastikon is prepared by heating to- 
gether eight parts of vegetable oil (preferably 
cottonseed or linseed) and two parts of sul- 
phuric acid. This mixture of oil and acid is 
raised to a temperature of about 500° Fahr., 
and the heating is continued for thirty min- 
utes or more, according to the degree of 
tenacity desired in the resultant product.

Ordinary coal-tar 
pitch can, however, be used The proportions 
of elastikon and pitch employed in making 
the saturating compound are about one part 
to six, respectively. The pitch is melted and 
raised to a temperature of about 300° Fahr., 
and the elastikon is then added. While the 
latter material cannot by itself be melted, 
when added to or put in melted pitch it melts 
readily and mixes intimately with the pitch, 
forming a homogeneous mass, which when 
cool is hard and tough and not brittle or sub- 
ject to deterioration by exposure to the atmos- 
phere. ‘ 

It has been found by experiment that 
elastikon by itself, even while in a’ liquid 
state, cannot be made to penetrate or per- 
meate layers of paper, but that when mixed 
with pitch and made into a compound there-

To Estimate the Power of a 
Stream. 


To measure water roughly in an open 
take from four to twelve different 


points in a straight line across the stream and 


measure the depth at each of these points, 


and, adding them together, divide by the num- 


ber of measurements taken. This quotient 
will give you the average depth, which should 
be measured in feet. Multiply this average 


depth in feet by the width in feet, and this 


will give you the square feet of cross section 
of the stream. Multiply this by the velocity 
of the stream in feet per minute and you will 
have the cubic feet per minute of the stream. 
The velocity of the stream can be found by 
laying off 100 feet on the bank, and then 
throwing a board into the stream at the 
middle, note the time passing over the 100 
feet, and dividing the 100 feet by the time, 
and multiplying by sixty gives the velocity in 
feet per minute at the surface. The velocity 
at the centre is only 83 per cent. of that at 
the surface, and so only 83 per cent. should 
be calculated, For example, suppose the 
float passes 100 feet in ten seconds, that di- 
vided by ten and multiplied by sixty (seconds 
in the minute) gives 600 feet per minute as the 
velocity, and 83 per cent. of this gives 498 
feet per minute as the velocity of the stream 
at the centre, and the area of the cross section 
multiplied by this will give you the number of 


cubic feet per minute in the stream. This, of 
course, is only a rough way of calculating, 
but it 1s often used, and is a good and simple 
way to obtain data to select a wheel by.— 7ex-

Blotting-Paper. 
Charles Dickens depicts a character | 
whose sole claim to fame lay in the fact that 


through a long series of years he had made 
neither blot nor erasure in a set of books 


whose entries had been recorded by his hand. 


Their fair face was a reflex of the simple life | 


whose daily heart-throbs, year in and year 
out, had been woven into the flawless page. 
But, without detracting from the amiable 


and faithful qualities of the man, one would 


very much like to have seen the quality of | 


the blotting-paper he used, for without the 
tools the best intentions are often frustrated, 
and the plans of men and mice are brought to 
nought. 

A good blotting-paper should be a ready ab- 
sorber, of a thickness sufficient to prevent the 
ink from soaking through, 
containing nothing dangerous to health.

The best blotting-papers are made from cot- 
ton waste, of the weight of about 120 pounds 
to the ream, or 480 sheets. These are usually 
cut 19 inches by 24 inches, although special 
sizes and weights are frequently made to 
order. 

The colors in which it generally appears are 
buff, white, blue, granite, salmon and pink. 
Of these buff is most in demand in the West, 
while granite, white and blue are those most 
frequently sold to the Eastern stationer. 

Turkey pink is a favorite in England, and 
is made from the unbleached red rags ob- 
tained from Turkey. Green, once a favorite, 
is now seldom seen, owing to the danger from 
the arsenic which is said to be used to produce 
its color, and which is liable to work into the 
pores of the hand which wields the pen, or to 
be inhaled into the lungs of the writer, 

Thin sheets of pink and blue are frequently 
manufactured for interleaving, and in general 
the cheaper kinds of blotting-paper are made 
from wood fibre, which may be readily told 
by a certain stiffness and rigidity which it 
presents when crumpled by the hand. 

“*A good sheet of blotting-paper goes a 
long way toward increasing the happiness of 
the human race,” says one of the leading job- 
bers in the trade.

When vertical rising lines pass through 
floors, their location, says a contemporary, 
should be precisely indicated, so that trimmers 
may be inserted in the beams and the neces- 
sity thereby prevented—which would exist if 
such preparations were not made—of partially 
cutting beams away. 

Vertical pipes, rising lines, and all pipes 
should, if possible, be left for easy access. 

When the vertical pipes are not to be left 
exposed, recesses in the walls may be pro- 
vided. 

They should be quite straight to prevent off- 
sets in the pipes, and ample room should be 
allowed at the bottom so that vertical drip 
connections may be secured. These recesses 
should be covered with iron plates easy of re- 
moval, 

Vertical pipes may also be inclosed in 
wooden casings, forming false columns. 

When pipes are inclosed not less than two 
inches space should be given between pipes
